LAGO EMPLOYEES GET OFF WITH PAY

Under Article XVI, Section 6 g (1) of the 
Collective Working Agreement, all covered 
regular day workers will be off with pay on 
Carnival Monday, February ee.

day worker is required to work on this day, 

he will be paid at his regular rate and will 
have one day added to his vacation accrual. 
Shift workers who cannot be spared from their 
jobs will have one day added to their vecabion 
accrual. 

All covered workers, both regular day and shift, 
who are absent for bona fide reasons (vacation, 
TIQ, etc.) on this day will have one day added 
to their vacation accrual.
